Sin,—In the Memorial to my address from the Mer- 
its at Amoy, forwarded to me last year, there are 
graphs, ‘the one relating to the opening of an 
additional Port at Wenchow, and another, of much 
Jarger scope, proposing the opening ‘of all the princi- 
te Ports on the Coast, not as regular Treaty Ports, 
but ‘‘as subsidiary to them.” 
From various other sources, opinions have been con- 
veyed to me on the part of the Mercantile Commuui- 
tres in China, more or less distinctly deprecating the 











opening of any more ports on tho coast, a8 likely to bo 
productive of expenso incommensurate with any advan- 
tage to be anticipated. : 
_In this contlict of opinion among those moro imme- 
diately concerned, there is room for doubt as to tho: 
course of action which would best meet tho interests 
of British Trade, It seems desirable, therefore, before 
any revision of the Treaty is actually entered upon, to” 
learn with greater certainty the views of the Mercan- 
tile Communities generally on this subject. And, as 
regards the Memorialists at Amoy, I have to instruct . 
you t tain more precisely what they mean by 
* Subsidiary Ports,” aud to what places on the Coast 
they allude? 
may as well state that, were other difficulties over- 
dl, from recent discussions with 
the Foreign Board at Peking, that the Chineso Go- 
vernment will not voluntarily consent to open any 
Port without stipulating for the residence of Consular 
Agents, and without themselves placing a Customs es- 
tablishment at each place.” 2 

On the other hand, it is in contemplation to open to 

Foreign boats or vessels, not propelled by steam, al 
laid waters leading to and from any place, w 
the limits of any Customs district, where British Mer- 

chants may trade, in order to facilitate the transport 

of Foreign goods, or Foreign-owned produce ; and for 

the better security against unauthorized or unnecessary 

obstructions and delays, Assuming such a concession 

to he ultimately agreed upon, it would appear that, 

under another namic, the advantage sought by Subsi- 

diary Ports, so far as 1 understand what is -incant, 

would, in effect, be obtained. That is,-a privilege 

which would enable Merchants settled ‘at’ any ‘Treaty 

Port to trade directly with all the places along the 

Coast, or up the rivers, in tho vicinity of their own 

ports, and in boats of their own, which they can build 

large or small, according to the ascertained require- 

ments'of such: local trade. ‘ 

The Amoy Memorialists appear to have sontemplat 
ed, in connection with the system of Subsidiary Ports 
which they propose, that it ‘should be imperative on 
all vessels going to any of these Ports to go to and 
from the nearest Treaty Port, where they would depo- 
sit their papers, give bond, take out a special permit, 
and afterwards return to the same Treaty Port to clear 
out in the usual manner. 

I do nut see very clearly how such a system of per- 
inits and obligations could be carried out without the 
intervention of a Foreign Customs Establishment and 
a Consular Agency, oue or both, at each Port of call ; 
and it may, farther, be a question whether any vessel 
would find it expedient and profitadle to goto a Sub- 
sidiary Port which could, very probably, neither take 
nor give a full cargo, and return direct to the ‘Treaty 
Port at which her papers were left. 

On the Yangtsze, something of the nature of Subsi- 
diary Portshas been under consideration, so far, at 

¢, as the erection of landing, places at certain points 
where cargo and passengers may either be taken up or 
set down, would supply a means of ‘Trade. Yochow, ° 
Nganking, Tatung and Wubu, have been pointed out 
as desirable places for such an experiment. % 

Ii any new Ports were to be opened on the Coast, 

ushan, Taichow, Wenchow, Kipchi, Shiutung, and. 
01 have been spoken of as the most eligible ; but 
entirely an open question, yet, whether any or 

f shall be-open, in the event of a general 

tipulations being determined upon. 
‘These possibilities are here referred to because, as 
they haye already been under discussion, and havo 
now been submitted to Her Majesty’s Government for 
consideration, it would seem desirable that the Mer- 
cantile Communities in China, generally, should have a 
farther opportunity of stating their views more 
specifically on points of so much importance in their 
bearing on ‘the'tinal results of any revision. 

{shall accordingly forward a copy of this despatch 
to H. M. Consul at Shanghai, directing him to-com- 
municate its contents to the Chamber of Commerce 
there, and otherwise to ensure such publicity as will 

‘ive any members of the Mercantile Communities in 
China an opportunity of expressing their opinions, and 
affording information-for my own guidance and that of 
H. M. Government. That there may be no unnecessary 
delay in communicating the result, you are authorized 
to forward a copy of any communications you may

Tue translation of scientific works into Chinese 
has undoubtedly been one of the most eflicient 
among the philanthropic schemes by which For- 
eigners have sought to benefit the Middle 
Kingdom. The translations already published 
have gradually ineveased in popularity among 
the literary classes for the simple reason that 
they supply one of the great wants of the 
nation. 

‘Tho narrow minded rulers of the past dynasty 
strove to check the progress of science and art, 
and to confine intellectual pursuits to the study 
of the classics and the writing of “clegant 
composition.” ‘The Tartar conquerors who 
founded the present dynasty failed to see the 
evil of this line of policy. Separated from the 
rest of the intellectual world, and surrounded 
to a great extent by a less civilized people than 
themselves, it was natural that they should be 
unaware of theirown ignorance, and regard them- 
- Selves as superior to any of the other inhabitants 
of the world, It was not till the sagacious 
mind of Kanghi came in contact with the teach- 
ings of Western science that any attempt was 
made by the Imperial Government to dispel the 
ignorance existing in the nation at largo. The 
early Romish missionavies, foresecing how the 
introduction of Western science would further 
the objects they hadin view, appear to have lost 
_no opportunity for bringing such knowledge to 
the notice of the court of Kanghi. Tho result 
was that they received an Imperial order to4 
compile works expounding the principles of 
Western science and art. The books have 
been carefully handed down to the present time,- 
and are embodied in the national literature. 
Most of them may be purchased nt the bookshops 
of the large towns throughout the Empire. But 
although perhaps read and appreciated.by com- 
paratively few these books have well answer- 
ed their purpose. Here and there a Chinese 
scholar lias been met with possessing an extra- 
ordinary amount of scientific attainment. We 
have even heard of a missionary who met ~with 
such a man, and commenced to give him instrue- 
tion, but soon found himself in the position of 
a scholar rather than of a teacher. 

It is somewhat surprising to find that the 
later Romish missionaries have not kept up the 
example of their predecessors. As far as we 
aro aware no translations of importance “have 
been attempted by any of them in modern times, 
The work have been taken up, however, by 
Protestant missionaries, although it has not 
received from them anything like the attention 
which we think it deserves. Intent only on 
“preaching the Gospel,” and too often con- 











tent with being able to gather a handful of con- 
verts from among the poor and uneducated 
classes, few Protestant missionaries have acquir- 
ed sufficient depth in the written language to

enable them to carry on the more arduous task 
of translating scientific works. Hence the 
translations which have been prodneed are the 
work of some half a dozen men, who devoted 
themselves more particularly to this kind of 
labour, carrying it on with no sinall difficulty, 
and, webelieve, not without considerable private 
expense. ‘These books, however, are now fant 
spreading over the empire, and the translator 
have their reward in seeing them well known 
and apprecinted by the intellectual classes, 
‘Those of most importance have been reprinted 
by the Chinese Government. We hear on good 
authority that the second son of Tsény-kwo-fan 
has studied carefully the translations oft different 
mathomatical works by Mr. Wylie, and is con- 
sidered to be one of the first mathernatici in 
tho empire, Recently at the instance of ‘I'séng- 
kwo-fin the Chinese Government have employ- 
ed Foreigners in Shanghai to make translations 
of modern scientific works. At Pcking, also, 
translations by missionaries have been printed 
at the expense of the Imperial Government. 
Several fonts of Chinese type have also been 
purchased from Foreigners with a view to the 
more expeditions publication of such books. 

It will thus be seen that a spirit of enquiry 
is fast growing upon the Chinese. There is an 
evident desiro among the thinking part of the 
nation to shake off the trammels of centuries of 
mental serfdom. ‘The Government examinations 
for literary degrees are becoming more and more 
contemptible in the eyes of the enlightened, 
and there is a growing desire to obtain scientific 
knowledge either directly or indirectly from 
Western nations. The present is a critical 
time. The scheme for the establishment of the 
colleye in Poking and the Imperial proclamation 
respecting it prove that the barrier has been to 
a great extent broken down, and that the mem- 
bers of the Government are not too proud to 
receive instruction from Foreigners. But al- 
though nearly two years have elapsed since the 
college wasdetermined on, seareely any facts res 
pecting its progress have been made public. Wa; 
have heard that one department is devoted to 
the translation of Foreign scientific books, and 
shall be glad to see the announcement of the 
completion of the first of such works. 


























As connected with the future of China there 
are few subjects of greater interest than the 
enquiry, how far it is possible to introduce the 
machinery of the West to aid in the mannfae- 
ture of articles in common use amongst the 
Chinese. Up to the present time but few at- 
tempts have been made, and these from one 
cause or other do not seem to have been invar- 
inbly successful. Of these we may mention 
as among the most conspicuous a sugar refining 
establishment recently started at Hongkong, a 
bean-crushing and oil mill at Newehwang, the 
Chinese Government Arsenals at Nanking and 
Shanghai, and the silk filature in Shanghai. 
Although the profits derived from these manu- 
factories as yet have not heen as large as might 
fairly have been expected, we believe tho result 
has been reasonably satisfactory. The preju- 
dices of the Chinese have in many places step- 
ped in and prevented a fair trial being given, 
but notwithstanding this, and the fact that most 
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of the foreign capital in China is invested in 
mereantile nether than in manufacturing pur- 
suits, the small beginning hitherto made, when 
conducted with ability, have been altogether 
not unsuccessful. 

The writer on China in the Westminster 
Rerietw, in his anxiety to depreeate any prozres 
of this kind, states that: manufacture 
scale could not be introduced inte Cl 
out breaking up in a great measure the family 
life of the Chinese ; that the el from whom 
the factory opertives were drawn in England 
did not exist in China; and that Chinese enstom 
forbid the employment of women and girls in 
large establishments. This was, however, only 
one of the assertions of the writer made on in- 
Suilicient grounds, the fact being the very oppo- 
site. In the tea firing establishments in Nix 
for instance, m: day during the tea s 
be seen hundreds of women-and girls enga 
in the operation of picking the 
establishment we have seen over two hundred 
so enguged at one time. Their wages are caleu- 
lated at so much a catty, and a good hand we 
were informed would make frum 120 to 200 
cash per diem. It is not however necessary to 
go so far as Ningpo to sce the same system in 
operation. At the Filature on the Soochow. creek 
when at work m day be seen great num- 
bers of women and ls who follow their av- 
ocations as much as a matter of course as any 
factory operatives in England. ‘These instances 
should he suflicient to show that the introduc- 
tion of large manufactories will not iuterfere 
seriously with the social Labits of the Chinese. 

We sometime since heard reports ihat a cotton 
mill on a large scale was likely to be establish- 
ed, but lately nothing more scems to have been 
done in the matter. With raw cotton in China 
of short staple aud inferior quality selling at 
from 8d. to 9d. per Ib., while in England the 
Dest qualities only cost 94«. to 10d. there seems 
some doubt whether, even should the Chinese 
take a fancy to the new goods, these could he 
produced at sufticiently low rates to undersell 
ish manufactures. There is no doubt that 

‘ly system of the Chinese, which employs 
sure time of the household in making 
course but strong cotton goods would in- 
terfere seriously with the profits to be derived, 
is no considerable export of piece 
goods from Shanghai to lend hope to the estab- 
lishinent of another market. 

There is however oue article which both raw 
and manufactured is exported in considerable 
quantities from China, and which seems to offer 
a better chance for the manufacturer. We 
allude to silk. It has always been found a 
drawback with Chinese silk sent to Europe that 
the careless manner in which it was reeled 
diminishes seriously its value, preventing it 
being used with advantage in the finer class of 
goods. With the quality of the silk itself we 
Uelieve no fault is to be found, but it has been 
found impossible, even by the offers of higher 
prices, to obtain from the Chinese an evenly 
reeled article. It was to meet this want that 
the filature we have spoken of above was started 
some years back. 
extend it has, we believe, been fi 
tory ; the silk turned out being readil;

in 1867 were exported no less than 4,400 piculs, 
being an increase of about 14 per cent on tho 
former year ; from Chinkiang in the same year 
the export amounted to nearly 600 piculs. OF 
this large amount the greater portion seems to 
have gone to foreign ports, 

When we consider therefore that even with 
their present rude appliances the Chinese are 
able in certain goods to undersell the European 
markets there seems no good reason. why with 
the introduction of improved appliances the 
trade might not be largely increased. No coun- 
try in the world is better adapted for the culture 
of the raw material ; no country supplies more 
to the markets of the world. The Chinese 
besides are an industrial race ; skilled labour is 
cheap and plentiful, and there seems no reason 
why the operation of spinning, throwing and 
weaving should not be carried on in China at 
least as cheaply as in Europe. The Chinese 
Government and people, as we mentioned in a 
late number, ave fully alive to the advautages to 
be gained by increasing the quantity and _quali- 
ty of the silk produced. From Mr. Lay’s Re- 
port on the trade of Foochow in tho year 1867, 
we learn that the high officials of the province 
have attempted to extend its cultivation into 
that portion of the country. We know from 
other sources, that at Nauking every induce- 
ment is held out to the silk weavers to return, 
There will probably ander these circumstances be 
found to be fewer obstacles thrown in the way 
of the introduction of silk machinary than of 
other mechanical appliances.

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 

Stxce our last we have had no further telegrams 
from home and the local news is of Jittle interest be- 
yond this port, We omitted to mention in our last 
issue the arrival of two of the favourite Tea clippers ; 
the Spindrift, which came in first, on the 7th inst., 
making the passage in 109 days, and the Ariel the fol- 
lowing day, having been out only 107 days ; on the 14th 
the Taeping came into parthaving beaten the Ariel, 
by two and the Spindrift by four days, The Ariel 
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and Spindrift aniled again for Hongkong aud the Rico 
Ports on the Lith, within respectively five and six days 
after their arrival, which certainly reflects great credit 
on the gentlemen in charge of the wharves at which 
they unloaded, and shows the much greater facilities 
which, Shanghai can offer in this reapect than sho 
could a year or two ago, i 

‘A new dock hasbeen opened at Shanghai by Messrs 
Nicolson and Boyd. It is intended more for ateamers 
than sailing vessels. Tt is length iv 240 ft. and breadth 
64 ft., and it is capable of taking in vessels drawing as 
much as 4 ft. The first vessel, the str. sland Queen, 
entered it a fow days ago, 

A Meeting of the Chamber of Commerce was 
held yesterday to consider a reply to Sir R, Aleock’s 
despatch on the opening of new ports. About 25 
members were present. After some discussion it was 
agreed to adjourn the meeting for a fortnight to en- 
able the Committee to gather some information as to 
the capabilities for trade of the ports which they pro- 
pose should be opened. Messrs. Fearon, Michie and 
Groom were added to the Committee for this purpose, 
and it was requested that any member who had. infor- 
mation to give on tho subject should send it in. 

‘A commentary on the speculations in Land shares 
of a few years ago was offered by an auction sale held 
‘on tho 13th inst., the land which formerly belonged to 
the Brick and Saw Mill Company selling for only 
‘Tis. 5} per mow, and an ice honse and 3 mow of 
ground realizing only Tls, 500, The French Gas Com- 
pany’s shares found no buyers, but were bonght in; 
a few days previously however they were sold at Tis. 
10 per share. 

Wo are glad to be able to state that the two gentle- 
men whom we mentioned in onr last were amissing up 
country returned on Sunday evening, none the worsefor 
their adventure. On returning to the spot where they 
supposed their boat was lying they did not sneceed in 
finding hor, and fearing they should be overtaken by 
night, and possibly have to wander about without 
cover in the intense cold, they wisely determined to 
make for the city of {-hing, lying not far away. Af 
ter some difficulty, finding the city gates closed, they 
auccceded in getting shelter for the night, and the 
next morning proceeded to the Chi-hien’s Yamén and 
insisted on that official providing them with food and 
lodging till they could find means of returning to 
Shanghai, They were placed in a musty apartment, 
and, evidently much against that worthy’s inclination, 
were supplied with ordinary food and bedding till 
the ice broke up, when boats were provided to take 
them back to Shanghai. ‘Tho Iatter portion of their 
journey was described as pleasant, as they had food in 
abundance. The ‘T'avtai has most courteously declined 
an offer made by these gentlemen to refund any sum 
expended in sending them back to Shanghai His 
Excellency considers it a matter for congratulation 
that the local officials have had an opportunity of 
practically showing the good feeling which they en- 
tertain towards foreigners. 

The following passengers left Shanghai, por Malacca, 
for Yokohama, on the 9th instaut, Mrs. Roberson and 
Mr. Campbell ; per -tden, for Hongkong, on the 10th, 
Colonel Coke and Mr. Leau. .

CueF00.—Tho North China Daily News has the 
following “The old underhand plan is being resort- 
ed to, we hear, to get rid of the miners at this place. 
‘The Taotai dare not drive away the foreign miners ; 
Dut tries to foree them to retire by preventing Chi- 
nese from buying the ore; and as foreigners cannot 
buy it to make any uso of it, the miners cannot find 
any purchaser for it. Otherwise so far as any at- 
tempt to use force goes, the menacing notification is- 
sued some months ago, has been a dead letter. Tho 
cold weather, we imagine, has lately supplemented 
the machinations of the officials, and effectually stop- 
ped operations. Otherwise, at the time our corres- 
pondent wrote—(the 18th December; our letter has 
Deen delayed somewhere)—the miners. were holding 
on to their newly discovered lead imines, in the hopo 
of things improving. We are glad to hear that a 
Committeeis being formed in London for the promo- 
tion of mining and railways in China, with a view 
to influence the Foreign Office in a direction opposed’ 
to the policy Iaid down in Art. VILL of the new Ame- 
rican treaty. 
Fooctow.—The Recorder mention that the Ameri- 
can ship Surprise, loaded with tea for New York, in 
towing out of Foochow on the 4th January, got on 
shore on the South Bank, and went on her beam ends. 
Her topmasts were cat away and every attempt. 
made to get her- off, but of no. avail. It is feared. 
that when the.tea is taken out her ballast will shift,, 
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and she will slide off the bank into deep water. On 
the receipt of the intelligence in Foochow H. B.M,’s 
gunboat Dinarf was despatched to the vessel to rend- 
er any assistance that was necessary. She used all 
her coal up in endeavouring to tow her off, and was 
obliged to return to Foochow for a fresh supply, but 
left a party of sixty men on board the Surprise, 
to protect her in case of need from the numerous 
junks that were then hanging round. On her return 
to Foochow, the Douglas had been chartered and was 
then going down to the vessel in company with 
H.B.M.’s Janus, When the Dragon passed on the 
Sth she was still on the bank, and the crew were 
discharging her tea into the Douglas. The Janus 
was evidently busily engaged in keeping off the junks, 
as she was firing her guns very rapidly.

Hosexoxe.—The China Mail of the Gth inst., 
mentions that they had received from the signalman‘ 
at the Peak a piece of ice more than j of an inch thick, 
and also that ice had been seen at the Race Course 
that morning. It would therefore seem that this is 
the most severe winter on record at Hongkong for 
some years, 

The Portuguese paper ‘* Echo de{Povo” has beenfre- 
started. 

The United States flag-ship Piscatagua, with Ad- 
miral Rowan on board, arrived on Saturday ; and yes- 
terday Hl. M.S. Salamis, with Admiral Henry Kep- 
pel, also came into Harbour. Lady Keppel and two 
children came on by the Salamis to this port, ‘having 
been met by the Admiral at Penang, and brought on 
from there. 

‘The anxiety felt on account of H. M. Gunboat Leven 
has been allayed by the safe arrival of that vessel at 
Macao, No news has as yet been received of the fate 
of the French Corvette Le Monge which left Saigon 
for'Hongkong on the Ist November, aud has not since 
‘een heard of.

Tho tacl 
price may be quoted slightly lower, the teas being of 
fair quality though only classable as good common, 
‘This small concession is however entirely counterbal- 
anced by the rise of Exchango to 6/. The Stock 
comprises 6,000 chests only, for which there seems like- 
ly to be some competition, should Chinamen con- 
tinue willing sellers at quotations. 

Green Teas.—A large business has been doing and 
prices have been well maintained, Although our 
stock, with arrivals now due, amounts to nearly 
100,000 packages, Chinamen havo succeeded in en- 
forcing their own values on intending shippers, We 
have already shipped the total of last year’s export 
to America at prices averaging an advance of full y 
ten per cent,yet no cessation in settlementsis apparent, 
and ships continue to be put on the berth and filled 
without delay. The first shipments of Green tea to 
England are losing heavily, and shipments have been 
somewhat curtailed in consequence, 18,000 half chests 
have been sold during'the week at Tls.45 a'Tls.46 for fine 
Teenkaiand'lls.32 a 'Tls.42 for commén tofine, Moyuness 
rates which show little if any decline from the extreme 
values causeil by the unexpected competition for new 
Teenkais at the opening of the seison, ‘The settle- 
ment of one chop of Shanghai packed Japan at ‘Tis, 31 
is also a noticeable feature, as with an excessive yield 
of China Tea it is probable that Home buyers will not 
care to take Shanghai Japans as a substitute, as 
they were compelled to do last season, 

S1LK.—From $00 to 900 bales have been bought at 
rather lower prices, but the marked depreciation in 
quality and liigher rate of exchange makes cost only 
slighty less than it was before the holidays, ‘Taysaam.
